REPLIES 
TO 
WILLIAMS’ STATEMENTS 


Addressed the House for Nearly 
Two Hours—Senators Contin* 
ue to Discuss Panama Ques­ 
tion—Oilier News. 


W ashington, 
Jan. 
26.—Boutelle 
(Rep. 
HI.) addressed the house for nearly two 
hours to day in reply to statem ents by 
W illiams ((Miss.), m inority leader, ip his 
“stand p at” speech of a few days ago. 
W illiam s in turn 
replied to Boutelle. 
The house had under consideration at 
the tim e the urgent deficiency bill. Bou- 
tclle received close attention of 
both 
sides of the chamber, and when he spoke 
of the passing: of the last trace of bitter­ 
ness between the north and south, was 
,?oudly applauded on both sides. Boutelle 
/was humorous and grave, pathetic and 
jpoetic. 
Answering: the charge of the 
/m inority leader th at Republicans were 
I idol worshipers, he rcveiwed the history 
of the Democratic party in ^he last two 
campaigns, and in doing so he likened 
conspicuous figures of th a t party to char­ 
acters in biblical history. 
He told the 
m inority th at they still have Bryan to 
vcckon with. 
Boutelle had carefully pre­ 
pared a volume of extracts from southern 
newspapers, each of which spolce of the 
prosperity enjoyed in its respective com­ 
munity, stress being laid on conditions in 
Mississippi. W hile not claiming credit for 
those conditions wholly, for the Dingley 
act, he said, was the most bénéficient law 
to all sections th at had ever been enacted, 
Boutelle in conclusion declared Roosevelt 
would be renom inated and would receive 
the same large vote given Lincoln, G rant 
rind McKlnlyey. and said if it were not 
for those whom he called “geographical 
....Democrats,” the vote would be the great 
est since Monroe’s time. 
Reference te 
"Roosevelt was received with applause on 
the Republican side. 


W illiams in his reply was likewise hu­ 
morous, and as to Boutelle’s reference to 
Roosevelt as the Renublicah pomlnee, 
said the Republicans had gone so far 
hey pould not back out,, and were obliged 
to “stand p a f ló n Roosevelt. 
Referring 
to the Philippines he said: “ If th at is 
another thing you w ant to ‘stand p at’ 
on, ‘stand p at’ then on yotir un-American, 
old European, arm y miiiataxy camp, grab 
nation policy of an indefinite colonialism.” 
When Boutelle had concluded W illiams 
crossed over and shook hands w ith him, 
Boutelle returning the compliment when 
W illiams concluded. 


A resolution calling on the postjnaster 
general for inform ation relative to the 
num ber of carriages m aintained, by the 
governm ent fOr the pofctoffice departm ent 
was passed after a spirited debate. 


SENATE. 


The time of the senate to day was 
again divided in thé consideration of the 
Panam a question 
and 
other 
subjects. 
There was only oho speech on the canal, 
and it w’as made by Stone (Mo.), who 
spoke to a resolution directing the sehate 
com m ittee on foreign relations to investi 
gate the Panam a revolt. 


Ileihurn (Idaho) made his first speech 
in the senate in support of a resolution 
introduced by' himself prohibiting rail­ 
road companies from taking up land in a 
solid body* in lieu of land in forest re- 
Kc-rvations. 


A num ber of bills were passed, includ­ 
ing ore for a. memorial bridge across the 
T’otomac river a t W ashington. 


CABINET MEETING. 


All the members of the cabinet, except 
Secretary Hay, who is in the south, were 
present at to day’s meeting. The session 
lasted an hour and a haif. Considerable 
time was occupied in discussion of the 
P anam a situation, both as regards the 
treaty and the situation on the isthmus. 
W hile no very serious complications in 
Panam a are expected, inform ation has 
reached 
the 
government, 
-presumably 
through official channels, that^Induced a 
careful guard for developments ,on; the 
isthm us. N either Root nor Moody would 
riscuss the m atter.

Omaha, Jan. 26.—“Society, as it becomes 
more enlightened, will snuff out the lives 
of sickly and deformed infants, to prevent 
their becoming a t m aturity a burden to it 
and to themselves. As with the cradle, so 
it will be w ith other cases. A committee 
of skilled physicians, I firmly, 
believe 
eventually w'ill determine the fate of those 
who are sickly, or whose recovery from 
disease is is impossible. Such persons, if 
the physicians agree, will m ercifully be 
put to death. 


Chancellor E. Benjamin Andrews of the 
University of N ebraska to day made the 
above prophecy in the course of a defense 
of the methods of the Standard Oil com­ 
pany in crushing weak competitors. 
It 
was inspired by a discussion th a t has 
raged through the state on the advisabil­ 
ity of accepting an offer of aid to the 
university from John D. Rockefeller. It 
is contended by , those opposed to accept­ 
ing the offer th a t the university should 
be supported by taxation, and not by do­ 
nations from men who m ight in time in­ 
fluence educational methods. 


The chancellor declared th at the uni­ 
versities w ere depended largely for sup­ 
port on the. rich. lie defended Mr, Rocke­ 
feller's business methods, and declared 
th at the Standard Oil company m agnani­ 
mously strove to buy in its competitors 
rath er than crush them. 


“ Like mercifully taking up a sickly 
child and benevolently wringing its neck,” 
was suggested to him. 


“E xactly,” he retorted. 
“Thé analogy 
is a. good one.” Then he made his prop­ 
hecy th at society eventually would be the 
judge of those who were to grow to m an­ 
hood or womanhood arid would determ ine 
w'hether the invalid had chance enough 
to m erit his battle for life. 


“ It is one of the saddest features of 
life, this crushing of the weak by the 
strong in the struggle for existence,” he 
said. 
“Sometimes I wonder, looking out 
over the commercial world and viewing 
the wrecks thus, created, th at man still 
bgelievcs in God. And if Mr. Rockefeller 
has gone beyond the lim it you have men­ 
tioned in his commercial struggles I*do 
not indorse it. 
Mr. Rockefeller is but 
tJie head of .it, great corporation. I t m ay 
not be fair to hold him personally to ac* 
count for allHlfe acts of th a t corporation.”

COMMITTED 


GERMANS 
TORTURED TO 
DEATH IN AFRICA* 


Limbs of Dead Chopped off and 
Prisoners 
Burned 
Alive— 
News Cause* Painful Impree- 
sidn in Germany. 


London, Jan. 26.—A dispatch from Cape 
Town says bushmen w ith rebels in Ger­ 
man Southwest Africa, are committing 
terrible atrocities. 
Limbs of the dead 
are chopped off and prisoners are said 
to have been burned alive. 


Berlin, Jan. 26.—News of the torturing 
to death of Germ ans in Southwest Africa 
was received here to day through the 
B ritish press dispatches and caused 
most painful impression among the pub­ 
lic. The colonial office was w ithout con­ 
firmation of the report, but the state 
m ents are not discredited. D irector Stue- 
bel, of the colonial office, asked the reich- 
Ftag budget company to day to defer con­ 
sideration of colonial appropriations as he 
was too busy preparing to send troops to 
Southwest Africa to explain estim ates. 
Two thousand men are there, afloat or 
preparing to embark. 
It is believed in 
the light of the day’s intelligence, th at 
this force is inadequate to adopt aggres­ 
sive, crushing operations over the wide 
territory, dominated by 15,000 insurgent 
tribesmen. German transport officers are 
buying oxen in Cape Colony for punitive 
expeditions. 
V eterans’ societies are ask­ 
ing for contributions for those who are 
fighting in Southw est Africa.

TIRED OF LIFE 


Husband Shoots His Wife and 
Then Takes His Own Life. 


Pendleton, Ore., Jan. 26.—The bodies of 
Mr. and Mrs. Jchn^T. Brown, of Rein- 
bcck, Iowa, were found in the hills south 
of the town to day. 
Mrs. Brown had 
been shot in the breast and her throat 
cut from ear to ear with a razor; Brown 
had shot hiqnself in the head and swal 
lowed poison. 
A note was found which 
said they were tired of life, and had 
agreed to die tog'ether. 
Another letter 
w ritten by’Mrs. Brown was addressed to 
“D ear Brother,” which said: “W hen this 
letter reaches you . I will be no more. I 
have found another m an in Oregon whom 
I love better than my husband.” 


KOREAN ROBBERS. 


Seoul, Korea, Jan.- 
26.—One 
hundred 
arm ed Japanese have been sent to Ryen- 
gyang to insure the safety of the people, 
it having been reported th a t houses of 
w ealthy natives there were being looted 
by K orean soldiers and police disguised 
cs robbers. 


The emperor has invited to the palace 
five French and Belgium civilians jto act 
as a bgodyguard, as he apparently fears 
Japanese intrusion. Japanese have asked 
pointedly which side the emperor favors, 
as they wish to know if he is still favor­ 
able to the Russian cause. 


AMERICAN ASSOCIATION. 


Milwaukee, Jan. 26.—A statem ent is pub­ 
lished to the effect th at an agreem ent w as 
signed a t a m eeting of the American as­ 
sociation members a t Chicago yesterday 
designed tot secure the continuance of life 
cC the association for eight years length. 
According to the published statem ent five 
charter clubs, Milwaukee, St. Paul, In ­ 
dianapolis, Louisville and K ansas City, 
agre to rem ain in the organization during 
the life of franchises. 
F our association 
team s will not consolidate w ith four 
E astern leagues, now w ith four W estern 
league clubs. 
The statem ent says the 
E astern league is out of th e question.. 


FAMOUS LIBRARY BURNED. 


Turin, Italy, Jan. 26.—Over 100,000 vol­ 
um es and m any rare m anuscripts in the 
university library burned to day. I t was 
considered one of the m ost fam ous li­ 
braries in 
Italy, the others ■ being the 
Vatican 
library, 
M arciana 
library a t 
Venice and the one a t Monte Cfissino. 
Loss several million lire. 
The fire was 
caused by electric wires. 


SCALDED TO DEAD. 


Manhattan, Kan., Jan. 26.—Elmer Gard­ 
ner, a student of th e' state agricultural 
college here, was scalded to death to day 
by falling, into a pump pit that fur­ 
nishes hot water for* the institution. The 
accident^disabled the heating plant, the 
college being closed temporarily, 
» . 


Springfield, III., Jan. 26.—Justice F. E.

TIRED OF WAlTINQg 


Japan Intimates an Early Re* 
gponse IsDesired from 
Russia. 


Tokio, Jan. 26.—The Japanese govern­ 
m ent has diplomatically i ntim ated 
to 
Baron de Rosen, the Russian painister, 
th at an 
early 
response 
is desired 
to 
Janan’s recent note to Russia. It is cal­ 
culated here that the Japaneses note 
reach?d the Russian cabinet the after­ 
noon o f January 16th, and it is felt th at 
sufficient time has elapsed for its con­ 
sideration and preparation of response. 
.1 Japan is conscious of the possible neces­ 
sity of m ilitia and naval situation and is 
unwilling to perm it evasion and delays 
designed to gain time. 


The future course of Jifpan is a care­ 
fully guarded secret. The length of time 
Japan is prepared to aw ait the pleasure 
r.f Russia is unknown. It seems probable 
it asa been determined to act decisively 
within a few days. Popular tem per has 
long opposed further delas’. W hile many 
ob.iei.ted to Japan’s taking the initiative 
th e m ajority would not welcome the issu ­ 
ance of a brief ultim ate answ er to decla- 
ration of w ar if th at should prove Ineffec­ 
tive. 
Some outside opinion here inclines 
to the belief the activity of Japan will 
be limited to the seizure of Korea, which 
enterprise it is thought R ussia would 
not oppose. 
Japan proceeds w ith abso* 
lute secrecy and the people are. even not 
informed o f;tl.e exact nature of the d e ­ 
mand made on Russia.

HOW A WOMAN SUFFERED

Mind Unhinged by a Fall, She 
Lost Her 
Way—Hand 
and 
Feet Frozen—A Terrible Ex] 
perience. 


IOWA M URDER CASE. 


Eldora Towa, Jan. 26.—In the case of E. 
S. Blydenhurgh,. charged w ith poisoning 
his third wife, the efforts of the defense 
to day were mainly directed to prove the 
home Ufe of the fam ily pleasant.

children testified-in this particular, as did 
also several neighbors. 
A rthur Blyden- 
btirgh, a son, testified to his father hav­ 
ing purchased rough on ra ts to rid the 
premises of rats. J. W. Seiger stated he 
advised Blydenburgh to purchase rough 
ot rats instead of strychnine. The hear­ 
ing was adiourned until to morrow af­ 
ternoon, when experts who have made 
an analysis of the contents of Mrs. Bly- 
denburgh’s stornach, are testify. The de­ 
fense expects to prove the arsenic found 
in the organs became lodged and secreted 
there from embalming ImMl poured over 
the body ef the dead woman' the night 
she died.

Montlcello, 111., Jan. 26,—Ellen V. Rob­ 
inson, a trained nurse who came here 
from Chicago to nurse Louis Burgess, 
who was stricken w ith paralysis on the 
eve of his m arriage, had an aw ful exper­ 
ience in the blizzard of last night. Miss 
Robinson had been to Dr. K nott’s office 
to consult him in regard to the case and 
in going down the stairs fell and received 
a severe shock sometime yesterday after­ 
noon. She w’as taken into the office and 
received treatm ent for her injuries, which 
seemed io be slight a t the time, but after 
leaving the office she evidently became 
dazed, for she failed to return to the 
Burgess residence and the fam ily becom­ 
ing alaim ed about 
her inquiries 
were 
made; As night drew’ on and she did not 
appear -the alarm w as sent out and fifty 
or a hundted m en went in search of the 
missing woman. 
The search w as kept 
up all rig h t, but no trace of her was 
found. This m orning she was foiled by a 
farm er about seven miles south of Mon- 
ticello wandering along the road. 
She 
v'-as conscious and told the farm er th at 
she had lost her way and had been out 
all night. 
She was in a terrible condi­ 
tion, her hands and feet having been 
frozen. 
She was taken to the farm er’s 
house f»nd a physician called, 'it m ay be 
necessary to am putate her hands and 
feet in order to save her life. W hat m ust 
have b< on her experience in the fearful 
blizzard of last night can only be guessed. 
The vf( nder is that ,she survived the ex­ 
perience. I t is believed that the fall on. 
the stairs unhinged her mind.

\*ho also spoke in favor of the proposi­ 
tion of national co-operation in building 
loads 'n states and territories. 


NATIONAL GUARD REPORT. 


St. Augustine, Fla., Jan. 26.—The com­ 
m ittee on resolutions made its report to 
day to the interstate national guard in 
session here. Briefly it recommended con­ 
gress be urged to provide for the estab­ 
lishm ent of proper camp grounds in such 
num ber and a t such places as will facili­ 
tate holding camp m aneuvers; to increase 
appropriation for organized m ilitia from 
11,000,000 to $2,000,000; to authorize the state 
rpilitia authorities to contract for cloth­ 
ing and quarterm aster supplies 
under 
governm ent inspection, and to regulate 
the w eirin g of uniforlns.

F IR E LOSSES. 


Louisville, Ky., Jan. 2£:— Fire to day de­ 
stroyed the Goddard storage warehouse, 
entailing a loss of $225,000. The fire caused 
a slight panic am ong the guest of the 
Gnlt house, but nobody was hurt. 


LOVE FEAST. 


London Jan. 26.—W hitaker W right, the 
company promoter, was to day found 
guilty of fraud as charged. 
He was 
sentenced to seven years penal servi­ 
tude. 


W right was attacked with sudden in­ 
disposition after he left court and died 
in a short time. D eath was attributed to 
heart disease. 


W right's friends said all along, while 
he was hopeful of acquittal, they W’ere 
certain he wquld not survive sentence 
but would com m ltt suicide. 
This is ap­ 
parently w hat happened. W right was re­ 
moved from the court toa hospital as soon 
as he was taken ill, 4>.ut expired -almost 
Immediately. 


W hether he took his own life by poison 
or w hether death in its natural course 
robbed the law of its fulfillment will not 
be known until the post mostem exam­ 
ination is 
held. 
Indications, 
however, 
point to poisoning. 


The career of this man who was known 
on three continents for his stupendous 
financial operations, closed in a startling 
tragedy. 
Even in his life, which, with 
his rise from poverty to enormous w ealth, 
wras full of dram atic, incidents, there^was 
nothing th at could com pare with the m an­ 
ner of his death. 
All London to night

TO MAKE SCENIC LINE

St OSBORNE 
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President Felton has Plans to 
Beautify all C. & A. Depot 
Grounds. 


The harvesting and threshing of wheat 
were begun about July 6; the yield was 
generally disappointing, and 
alm ost a 
failure in many sections of the southern 
district. W eather conditions were highly 
favorable for corn throughout the month 
and the crop made rapid growth. 
Oats 
were ripening fast in the southern coun­ 
ties and some fields had been cut by the 
fith. 
H arvesting of .oats was begun in 
the central districts by the 10th and in the 
northern district by the 20th. Rye and 
barley were in shock by the 27th, and 
where threshing had been done the re 
suits were generally satisfactory. 
The 
hay crop was unusually large, and it had 
been secured under favorable conditions. 
The outlook for apples was unpromising. 


The harvesting of oats was practically 
finished by the 3d of August, and thresh­ 
ing was in active operation. 
The crop 
was secured in good condition, but the 
output w'as generally below the average. 
A Targe crop of hay had be^n secured and 
it was mostly in stack. 
Corn had not 
developed commensurate with th^ back­ 
ward condition of the crop.* A small pro» 
portion was in the tasseling stage by the 
10th. The nights were too cool for rapid 
growth. 
By the 15th conjecture was ad­ 
vanced tjiat the ripening of much of the 
crop depended on the late occurrence of 
frost. 


Heavy frosts occurred on the mornings 
of the 17th and 18th of September in the 
central and northern districts, but corn 
was practically1 unscathed., A greater por­ 
tion of the crop was considered safe from 
injury by frost at the end of the month 
and the rem ainder was, rapidly m aturing. 
Cutting was in active up ration at the 
end of the month. 


On the 18th and the 24th of October 
killing frosts occurred in the northern 
and, central districts, respectively. 
Corn 
was practically safe before the advent of’ 
killing frost, and only the late planted 
was affected. 
E arly sown wheat, at the. 
end of the, m onth,: was showing well, butj 
the late planted needed rain. 


As the husking and garnering of corn 
proceeded in November, the quality was 
found, to be very uneven. A considerable 
portion was soft and sappy and where, 
the grain had dried out well much com­ 
plaint was made of chaffy and light con­ 
dition. 
W heat in the southern district 
was not generally in a thrifty state. The 
plant had not made seasonable growth 
on account of lack of moisture. 
Apples 
had nearly, all. been gathered. 
A light 
yield of inferior quality .was the result. 
Potatoes and apples in .storage were show­ 
ing a tendency to rot. The condition of 
wheat, in December was very uneven.. In 
the northern counties it had. been pro­ 
tected, by snow,..but Jn the southern .coun­ 
ties, the pl?nt. was. .generally. ;very small 
and nojt .in. a , condition to w ithstand se­ 
vere; cold,- - , • '

On the proceeding month the same 
winter there were six days after the 
Kilh of Doi'oinber, when the ther­ 
mometer registered below zero, 0 de­ 
grees being the lowest. 


The month of ,\ an nary has always 
proven the extreme for cold weather. 
Although those who remember the 
long seige of 188.“», will not concede it 
the most severe winter in their mem­ 
ory. The winter of 188H-4 was one in 
which there was much low tempera­ 
ture and several days ot it. 
This 
was the winter when the mercury 
dropped to 28 below zero, and thoso 
who yesterday recalled the day scoff­ 
ed at the claim of he who says, “now 
£tis cold.” 


On the morning of the second day 
of January, 1884, the thermometer 
registered zero. 
It was zero the fol­ 
lowing morning, and on the morning 
of the fourth it dropped to 10 below 
zero. Then came the tumble. 


The weather remained extremely 
cold during the entire day, fhc fourth, 
and on the morning of the fifth, 
those who bad not remained up all 
night to protect their property and 
stock awakened to find “Greenland” 
weather. It was 28 degrees below ze 
ro by ^accurate” thermometers, and 
even lower by others. 
It was 18 be- 
ow at noon that day, and at live in 
the afternoon it was still 12. 
The 
weather moderated slightly from that 
time on until the eleventh, when it 
again reached 4 below, zero, and again 
during that month, on the 28th it 
reached 10 below. 


The winter of 188.°, will be recalled 
as an exam ple of what real winter 
weather is. 
For two days during 
the month of January that year, 
the themometer did 
not 
register 
above 4 below zero. The cold weather 
that winter started in on Dee. 7, with 
an unusually early cold snap. 
It 
was 10 below zero at that time. Then 
on J’aii. 2 it was 4 below, with another 
drop on the 8th to (? below. 
On the 
lltli. 18th and 10th, it was zero, con­ 
cluding the record of theTnonth with 
fi below on the 20th, and 24 below on 
the 22d. 
The long winter' that per­ 
iod was made all the more percep­ 
tible by the cold February following, 
during the 5 th. of which'month,-the 
thermometer again registered 8 de­ 
grees below zero.

Interesting Letter Regarding 
Forest Cemetery at 
Arcadia. 


Some y ears since th e venerable D. G. 
H enderson w rote th e follow ing and it w ill 
b ear repetition a t th e present tim e. Only 
Jack so n H enderson and Jam es Dimviddie 
rem ain of th é board of tru stees: 


T here are v ery few people in th is vicin­ 
ity who a re n o t ii} som e w ay interested 
in the subject of w hich we w rite. 
The 
Silent City is the hom e of m an y dead 
ones w hose v ac an t chairs stan d in alm ost 
every house. 
A sketch of it w ill th e re­ 
fore be .of in terest to m any of th e su r­ 
rounding country. 
P erh ap s as early as 
1827 a child of T hom as and R ebeka D in­ 
widdle w as buried in one corner of his 
land or claim , w hich place w as m arked 
by tw o rouhg rocks—one a t th e head and 
one a t the foot of th e g rave—and a beau­ 
tiful w eeping willow a t th e head of the 
grave, w hich grew so rapidly th a t it cov­ 
ered th e g rav e all over and becam e ro t­ 
ten a t th e bottom and had to be cu t down. 
T h at w as the first burial in th e Silent 
City. 
T h at ground w as selected fo r a 
school house and burying ground. 
Mr. 
D inwiddle deeded to Z. H a rk c r one-half 
acre of ground fo r th a t purpose and the 
ground filled up so. rapidly th a t it had to 
be enlarged on the n o rth and south, 
A 
brick church fo r the M. E. society w as 
built, w hich stood for m any years, but 
finally gave w ay. The place w as supplied 
w ith 
a 
beautiful fram e in 1S63. 
The 
ground filled up so fa st th a t a grave 
could not be dug w ithout digging into one 
unseen. 
I t becam e necessary to tak e 
som e action on th e subject. 
A few of 
those interested in th e subject got to­ 
g ether and decided th a t m ore land m ust 
be attac h ed on a new one lo c ate d .. K now ­ 
ing a t the tim e th a t a piece of land be­ 
longing to the heirs of R ichard Johnson, 
deceased, would fill the bill for all tim e to 
come, a com m ittee w as appointed to w ait 
on the heirs and it w as found th a t the 
land could be bought a t $G0 per acre. 
A 
contract w as m ade w ithout one dollar to 
pay w ith. Im m ediately subscriptions w ere 
sta rte d to rai*£ the m oney, b u t failed in 
a g rea t m easure to com ply w ith the law'. 
F ive tru stees had to be electe^l, w hich 
resulted in the choice of A. D ountain, 
Jackson H enderson, A. A. Crum . B. F. 
C ouchm an and Jam es Dinwiddie. 
They, 
not being th e least doubting or discour­ 
aged, borrow ed the m oney a t 10 per cent, 
got the deed and paid fo r the land. 
It 
being entirely covered w ith fo rest tim ­ 
ber, they had it all tak en off and the 
ground enclosed w ith a good fence, sent 
for the county surveyor and had it su r­ 
veyed and found it to be about eighteen 
acres, m ore or less, and a t the sam e tim e 
had the ground in p a rt laid off into b u ry ­ 
ing lots, say IS feet square—som e 300 feet 
or m ore—w ith a beautiful drivew ay and 
alleys all through. Also a beautiful piece 
is left as a P o tter's field fo r those who 
did not wish to pay for a lot. 
The price 
set on the lots by the tru stees is $10. A f­ 
ter th e ground w as surveyed th e lots be­ 
gan to sell and be beautified by tastefu l 
m onum ents of every description by the 
ow ners. E vergreens, etc., m ark the beau­ 
tiful m ounds w here the silent sleeper 
rests. 
It becam e so a ttractiv e th a t the

John Cerry, Jr. Proposes to 
Give to Alton Road'165 
Acres if Shops are 
Located Here. 


There again seems to be a strong 
probability that the Chicago & Alton 
shops will be moved from Blooming­ 
ton, since the company cannot get 
what it wants there. Acting on this 
belief John Cherry, Jr., who is al­ 
ways looking out for the interests of 
Jacksonville, called on President Fel­ 
ton of the Alton Monday and pre­ 
sented the claims of 
Jacksonville. 
Mr. Cherry offered to give the road 
165 acres of land lying just east of 
the city if the shops could be re­ 
moved. He also told Mr. Felton that 
besides the land he knew that citizens 
would hasten to put up the money 
for shop building on the land. The 
matter was gone over carefully with 
Mr. Felton and other officials of the 
road and they promised to give it 
very careful consideration and to 
send an engineeer here next week 
to look over the ground suggested by 
Mr. Cherry. 
The proposition made 
by Mr.Cherry certainly demonstrates 
his patriotism for Jacksonville, as 
the tract he offered to give free is 
very valuable. 


Mr. Cherry returned to Jackson­ 
ville yesterday and in conversation 
stated that it now looks as if the 
shops would he taken away

He thinks it likely 
that if a change is made that the 
shops will be taken to Normal,Spring­ 
field or Jacksonville. 
The 
Spring­ 
field location, he thinks, has many 
things to recommend it. 


The situation is such that it will 
certainly be worth while to try and 
land the big shops for Jacksonville 
by offering the proper inducements. 
Mr. Cherry intends to bring the mat­ 
ter before the lousiness Mon’s asso­ 
ciation for some action. Jacksonville 
has many things to recommend it as 
a location and these things should be 
impressed on the Alton management.

The 
pay roll 
monthly
